LEISURE TIMES AND THE LIBRARY 


What contribution can the Junior High School 
Library make toward educating children for the 
more profitable use of leisure time? 


1. Reading as a leisure time activity. 


8. In a school where a merit system 
is used, one merit point is given 
for every five books read, one of 
which must come from the non- 
fiction shelves. 


(A) Mechanical features. 
The chief obstacle opposing compre- 
hension and enjoyment of reading 
matter, as revealed by an investiga- 
tion conducted over a period of years 
by Dr. Edward L. Thorndike of the 
Teachers’ College, Columbia Univer- 
sity, is the vocabulary load. The cry- 
ing need in Junior High Schools, is 
for books, mature enough in content 
to challenge the pupils’ interest, yet 
simple in reading mechanics. Some 
of the Junior Literary Guild books 
come nearer fulfilling this require- 
ment than anything else available, 
teachers and librarians will be inter- 
ested also, in trying out the Thorn- 
dike Library of modified classics, 
with groups of low reading ability. 


(B) Aids for establishing the reading habit. 


1. Display of posters such as, “Read 
a book a week—52 books a year”, 
and book jackets. 

. Exhibits of various articles to in- 
crease interest in reading cer- 
tain types of books; e. g. ship ex- 
hibit (models and pictures) to in- 
terest students in sea stories. 

. Observation of anniversaries and 
holidays; e. g. an exhibit of handi- 
craft of various countries, with 
such books as, “Made in Mexico”, 
“Made in Russia”, etc. on Interna- 
tional Good Will Day, May 18th. 

. Clubs. Library Club. Booklovers 
Club. Boy Scouts Reading Club 
(to prepare for Reading badge.) 
Examples of club activity: Library 
Club prepares book reviews on 
new books, to be printed in the 
school paper; gives tea for the fac- 
lg the library during Book 

eek. 
Boy Scouts Reading Club has 
charge of bulletin board and dis- 
plays during Boy Scout Week. 
Motif this year—Seventyfifth an- 
niversary of the Pony Express. 

. Bibliographies prepared on such 
subjects as knights, animals, air- 
planes, sea stories, etc. 

. Book reviews—typed and mounted 
—displayed in the library with 
books; published in the school 
paper and occasionally in the daily 
press on the children’s page. 

. Discussion of historical novels with 
social science classes by librarian— 
brief reviews of these books pre- 
pared on cards and filed in separ- 
ate tray in catalog case. 


In some schools a free reading 
period is given one day a week in 
each English class—books furnish- 
ed by the library. 

. Hobby exhibits at frequent inter- 
vals. A fine list of hobby books, 
entitled, “The Choice of a Hobby”. 
by Anne Carroll Moore, was issued 
last fall by F. E. Compton & Co. 
One big “Hobby Day”, in which the 
whole school participates, and for 
which prizes are given, is a worth 
while project. 


11. Use of Library. 


Use of the library in the pursuit of vo- 
cational or avocational interests in adult 
life will be greatly advanced by ability 
to use intelligently, library tools and re- 
sources. The Junior High School seems 
a suitable age to emphasize this instruc- 
tion, as the children have now sufficient 
maturity to understand and use the in- 
formation. 

Current practice seems to include two 
types of courses—(1) a brief course de- 
signed to reach every pupil in the school 
(2) an elective course given for credit. 
In the former, some instruction is given 
in each of the three years, beginning with 
introductory lessons in the low seventh 
grade, and culminating in learning to use 
the more advanced tools, such as the 
Reader’s Guide, in the ninth grade. Meth- 
ods vary with the instructor. Some li- 
brarians prefer to give the lessons when- 
ever the need arises, or when there can 
be definite application, e. g. business class- 
es come when they are studying guides, 
directories, etc. Social Study classes for 
atlases, yearbooks, etc. In general, librar- 
ians prefer definitely scheduled classes. 
The time is usually allotted from English, 
Social Studies, or Home Room classes.

Library Problems in the 
Elementary Schools 


In October, 1934, a state-wide committee on 
Library Problems in Elementary Schools was 
organized by the State Department of Education 
under Miss Helen Heffernan, chief of the Di- 
vision of Elementary Education and Rural 
Schools, and Miss Eleanor Hitt, assistant librar- 
ian of the California State Library. The com- 
mittee consists of thirty members, ten appointed 
by the State Department of Education, ten by 
the California Library Association of California. 
the School Library Association of California. 
The purpose of the committee is to prepare bul- 
letins for the use of elementary school teachers 
and teacher-librarians in the state. Of the thir- 
ty members appointed, fifteen were chosen from 
the southern part of the state and fifteen from 
the northern part. 

The southern group took as their contribu- 
tion the preparation of a bulletin on children’s 
literature. 

The northern group undertook the preparation 
of a bulletin on the Use of Books and Libraries. 
This was divided into four major divisions in 
charge of sub-committees: Part I, Library Or- 
ganization in Elementary Schools in California; 
Part II, Training of Librarians and Teachers for 
the Elementary Schools; ‘Part III, Use of Books 
and Libraries; Part IV, Directory of Library 
Materials and Supplies. 

The bulletin has been written from the view- 
point of the elementary school with the needs of 
the elementary teacher and librarian in mind. 
Simplified classification and cataloging rules, 
lists of reference books and periodicals, speci- 
fications for equipment, recommendations for 
training, etc., have been included. 

The northern committee has met twice, in 
October for purposes of organization and plan- 
ning of the work, in January to present the first 
draft for criticism. The final meeting wlil be 
held May 5th and it is expected that the man- 
uals will be published by the State Department 
of Education before the close of the school year.

I should like to see this number greatly in- 
creased. Perhaps we can have larger commit- 
tees. Perhaps we can organize district grou 
This year we have invited fellow teachers, li- 
brarians and friends to attend our general meet- 
ings and Book luncheons. Perhaps the local 
groups can carry on such, work. I’d like to see 
local groups meeting frequently to discuss and 
share the pleasures they have found in books. 
Perhaps these local groups can be expanded to 
include teachers and other librarians, and these 
groups may serve as a means of uniting lovers 
of books and friends of libraries in the various 
communities. 

This year begins our official affiliation with 
the California Teachers Association. We should 
make an earnest effort to participate in the ac- 
tivities of the organizations with which we are 
associated by mutual interests and objectives. 
We should take part in the program of the Sec- 
tion of Work with Young People of the Califor- 
nia Library Association. I should like to take 
this opportunity to urge all school librarians to 
attend the sessions of the Section in Sacramento 
on June eighth.

Professional Committee 


The Professional Committee has devoted its 
entire time this year to planning a survey of 
secondary school libraries in California. This 
survey is being directed by Mr. C. F. Muncy, 
Ass’t. Chief, Division of Research and Statistics, 
California State Board of Education, and is the 
cooperative work of the professional commit- 
tees of both the Northern and Southern sec- 
tions. 

The survey will attempt to assemble all 
pertinent facts concerning California secondary 
school library operation, administration and 
services. The tentative draft of the survey re- 
porting schedule as it has been developed by 
the committee includes the following major di- 
visions: 

I. General Historical Information Concern- 
ing Secondary School Libraries in Cal- 
ifornia. 

II Housing Facilities and Equipment of Sec- 

ondary School Libraries. 

il The Librarian and Library Staff in Sec- 
ondary Schools. 

IV Book Collections and Materials of Secon- 
dary School Libraries. 

V_ Availability and Use of Secondary School 
Library Services. 

VI Financing Secondary School Libraries. 


The form of the reporting schedule has been 
prepared to insure the assembling of complete 
and accurate data with a minimum of work re- 
quired of the respondent. 

A draft of the survey reporting schedule was 
completed at this meeting, the work being di- 
vided between the North and South. Each mem- 
ber was given her share of work. After this, 
several committee meetings were held and 
much correspondence carried on in order to 
complete this part of the program. 

On December 1 and 2 a second joint meeting 
of the committee was held at Fresno. Many 
hours of discussion followed in an attempt to 
put the work together in an understandable 
form. Lack of library uniformity, uncertain 
and inadequate terminology made progress very 
slow. However, it is hoped the completed work 
will include all the points of interest to librar- 
ians and school people. 

Mr. Muncy wrote an article for the March 
issue of the California Journal of Secondary 
Education in which he explains the survey, 
reasons for making it, work done, etc. A copy 
of this article with an enclosed letter explaining 
it, has been sent to each principal of a second- 
ary school in California.

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Report of Senior High 
School Committee 


At the September meeting of the Committee 
plans were made for the work of the year. 

The members were agreed that the work of 
high school librarians is greatly impeded and the 
service of school libraries consequently lessened 
by the difficulty of finding reference material 
readily. 

It was thought that bibliographies of bibliog- 
raphies on subjects most commonly investigated 
by students during their high school course 
would be valuable. It was decided to begin 
with Social Studies, and to prepare a bibliog- 
raphy of bibliographies on Fascism as a start on 
the work of organizing reference material in this 
field. This compilation is herewith attached. 

With the assurance of Miss Backus that such 
a work would be helpful, a subject index to the 
New York Times Magazine for 1933-34 has been 
made and is herewith submitted. Only subjects 
of high school interest have been indexed. This 
index is being continued for 1935 and will be 
ready in June. A belief in the value of such an 
index arose from the fact that although many 
senior high schools in California subscribe to 
the Sunday issue of the New York Times very 
few of them have the New York Times Index 
and thus the wealth of valuable material on cur- 
rent events in the magazine is lost as refer- 
ence material. 

The Committee hopes that the work that has 
been done will prove helpful in the general 
problem of increasing school library service.

@ REPORT OF TEACHERS’ 
COLLEGE REPRESENTATIVES 
Northern Section, May 1935 


A few things of possible interest developed in 
the course of an informal study made during 
the year by the Teachers’ College representatives 
in this group. It was decided to do something 
correlating to some extent with the work being 
done by the committees directed by Miss Helen 
Heffernan of the State Department of Education 
and Miss Eleanor Hitt of the State Library. It 
was thought that a wider knowledge of offer- 
ings in the library field, in teachers colleges, 
would be of value, at least to the teachers col- 
leges con.erned here, and possibly might have 
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some wider significance as well. The study made 
by Miss Mabel Harris, graduate student of the 
George Peabody Library School, entitled “Non- 
professional library instruction in teachers col- 
leges”* was known to this committee. Yet an in- 
dependent study was made, originally with the 
intent of going somewhat farther than Miss 
Harris did, and recommending definite content 
of courses. 


The catalogs and announcements of our own 
seven California teachers colleges and of eighty- 
nine normal schools and teachers colleges out- 
side of this state were examined and analyzed 
in respect to offerings in three specific phases 
of library knowledge regarded as desirable for 
all elementary teachers. These three fields are: 
orientation, children’s literature, and _ school 
library work. As was to be expected, nothing 
approaching uniformity, even in our own state, 
was to be found. Implications for us are rather 
serious. 

Among the eighty-nine normal schools and 
teachers colleges whose announcements were 
studied, fifty-seven present some course in at 
last one of the three fields of interest studied. 
Thirty-four present something in the way of 
orientation of students in the libraries. The 
amount of instruction varies from five lecture 
hours, with no credit, but required, to four term- 
hours. Departments offering library orientation, 
by whatever name, include Library, English, 
Education, Speech. At Santa Barbara, in our 
own state a course called Freshman problems, 
with one-half unit of credit and undoubtedly 
some library orientation included, is offered by 
the Psychology Department. Other orientation 
courses are called, variously: Library practice, 
Library methods, Use of the library, Use of 
books, and libraries, Library study, Library in- 
struction, Library techniques, and Library use 
in progressive teaching. 

Children’s literature is regarded as a require- 
ment for teachers in thirty-seven of the teachers 
colleges under the microscope. The terminology 
used to designate courses is practically uniform; 
Children’s literature, with one college offering 
Adolescent literature, two Juvenile literature, 
one Literature and language, and one Children’s 
reading. 

An offering of some sort in school libraries 
apparently prevails much less often than either 
of the other two, and there is greater variety of 
terminology, and in content of courses. Admin- 
istration and history of libraries, Library tech- 
nique and management, School libraries, School 
library methods, Library science, Library serv- 
ice, Library organization and administration, 
Foundational English and library methods, are 
some of the designations used; and the time 
varies from one term to four hours.

Committee 


The Junior college committee (consisting of 
two members) endeavored to obtain information 
concerning Victrola records and sheet music in 
the various Junior colleges of the State. This 
problem was very acute with the two members, 
but evidently not with any other librarian, as 
the questionnaires revealed. 

Questionnaires were sent out to 31 Junior col- 
leges, 28 replied and the following statistics were 
compiled.

This would 
seem to indicate that there is little activity in 
the small and isolated schools in the matter of 
getting new material; or perhaps it merely in- 
dicates that more of them are already organ- 
ized and so need no help.
